A SENSATIONAL SUICIDE—THE THAMES FLOOD 
SUBSIDING. 

FARENZA, KHaly, Oct. 28.—A great sensation 

was caused here yesterday morning by the 

suicide of Sig. Giuzeppe Salomini, one of the 


best known bankers in the city, He was 
about 655 years of age, and supposed 
to be very wealthy. As the de-

LAID AT EGAN’SDOOR 


Chili’s Minister Charges Him With Caus- 
ing the Valparaiso Massacre. 


OFFICIAL RECEPTION OF SENOR MONTT 
BY SECRETARY BLAINE. 


Our Hot-Blooded Southern Neighbors 
Seem Bent on War—Their Eepresenta- 
tive Says Officials of the Steamer Balti- 
more Spied Upon the Insurgents’ Move- 
ments—President Harrison’s Letter. * 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Oct. 28.—When Senor 
Montt called on Secretary Blaine yesterday 
he bad a long talk concerning the murderous 
assault upon American saliors in Valparaiso. 
Senor Montt explained the details of the 
affair, which had cometohim in his official 
capacity, and he charged that Minister Egan 
is really responsible for all the trouble exist- 
ing between Chili and the United States. 
He said that 4uring the revo- 
lution, when the Congressionalists 
endeavored to make a secret advance on 
Valparaiso, the United States steamer Balti- 
more Officials actually played the part of spy 
and reported the matterto Minister Egan, 
who immediately laid all the facts before 
Balmaceda. The victorious party claim 
that their plans were divulged to the 
enemy through Egan’s interference, and 
that at the battle which ensued they suffered 
a logs of at leest 1,00 soldiers asa direct re- 
sult of this espionage. As it is understood 
toat the Baltimore was active asan agent 
of Balmaceda and Egan,the populace is bit- 
ter toward that vessel, and that accounts 
for the attack upon its crew. 

The Chilian episode is the chief topic in 
naval circles. While the possibility of war 
is, perhaps, remote, it is argued that before 
a final sett lement of the Valparaiso affair the 
American fleetin Chflian waters wil! be ma- 
terially strengthened, anda brush with the 
big cruisers of that power is not an improb- 
able contingency. A well-informed officer 
ofthe navy in discussing the matter says: 
Unless Chilican find some country to assist 
her in immediately increasing her naval es- 
tablishment the United States would have no 
occasion to hesitate in making a naval 
demonstration, even with our present fieet 
of cruising vessels. Inher present crippled 
condition, asaresult of the recent revolu- 
tion, Chili is in no condition to cope with the 
naval forces we could send there within the 
next ninety days. With proper enterprise on 
the part ofthe Administration there would 
be nothing to preventa concentration of a 
fleet of at least a dozen modern cruisers and 
gunboatsdnthe South Pacific, not to men- 
tion transport and other merchant vessels 
that Yankee ingenuity could promptly mus- 
ter into service, 

The Philadeiphia, Kearsarge and Concord, 
comprising Hear Admiral Gherardi’s squad- 
ron;the Chicago, Atlanta and Bennington, 
of Admiral Walker’s squadron; the Newark, 
fitting out at Boston forthe South Atiantic, 
at the Petrel, at New York, could ail, if the 
emergency demanded, be sent from the home 
station to Valparaiso within ninety days. 
These with the Baltimore, already at Val- 

araiso, the San Francisco at Caliao, the 

ston and Yorktown en route to Vaiparaiso, 
the Yanticen routeto Montevideo and the 
Thetis, Ranger and Mohican at San Francisco 
would give a fleet of sixteen servicable ships. 
All of the number are modern except the iast 
four and the majority of these are superior to 
the best ships in the-Chilian pavy, with the 
exception of the Esmeraida, which compares 
favorably with the Baltimore. 

In one respect, however, the Chillan navy 
is strong where we are weak, and that is in 
torpedoes and torpedo boats. Besides the 
Almirante Condell and Almirante Lynch, 
the two steel torpedo gunboats of 7% tons 
each, Chili has eleven first-class torpedo 
boats similar to our little Cushing. It is there 
our cruisers would havethe greatest cause 
to fear, for, being without torpedo nets, they 
have po protection against these deadly 
weapons except rapid fire guns that must do 
their work well to prevent serious damage 
from this source. 

In addition to the torpedo vessels, the 
Chilian navy comprises three armored and 
sevep unarmor vessels.

OFFICIALLY RECOGNIZED. 


PEDRO MONTT, THE CHILIAN MINISTER, PRE- 
SENTS HIS CREDENTIALS. 

WasHINGTON, D. O., Oct. 28.—Senor Pedro 
Moptt has evidently received his cue from 
the Junta. The burden of one of the com- 
plaints at the White House Conference last 
Friday was that Mr. Montt had avoided the 
detailed report since the establishment of 
the Provisional Government, notwithstand- 
ing that the United Sta was the first na- 


tion to recognize the Chilian Govern- 
ment. His re to caifas the official rep- 
resentative of the Jun was the subject 
of much unfavorable com#ment. He has now 
officially notified Secretary Biaine that he 
has received notice of hisappointment by the 
Junta as Envoy Extraordimary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary from ii to the United 
States. Senor Romero, the Mexican Minis- 
ter, accompanied by Setor Montt, arrived 
at the State Department about noon 
to-day and sent their cards into Secretary 
Blaine. The distinguished foreigners were 
soon ushered into the grivate room ofthe 
Secretary and then there followed Mr. 
Montt’s first introduction asa Chilian repre 
sentative. Mr. Montt was peculiarly fa- 
vored in being escorted Dy Minister Romero 
who is the Dean of the Diplomatic Corps an 

in the highest favor with this Government. 

Minister Komero performed his part by 
formally introducing thediplomat, and Senor 
Montt did the rest.

Money Relied Upon to Carry the State 
For McKinley. 


NATIONAL ISSUES AT "TAKE IN THE 
NOVEMBER ELECTION. 


Closing Speeches of Gov. Campbell’s Spir- 
ited Campaign—The Outlook in Ohio— 
Boies’ March to Victory in the Hawkeye 
State—The Political Struggle Now at 
High Water Mark. 


CoLumBuSs, O., Oct, 28.—The last days of 
the Ohio campaign show to what desperate 
straits the Republican managers are driven 
to serve the cause of protection. At first 
their confidence inthe old campaign cry was 
sublime, They thought it still a word to 
conjure with. They absolutely ignored the 
possibility of the existence in Ohio of any 
public sentiment enlightened enough to be 
capable of independent thought. They re- 
roasted the chestnuts of ‘*The foreigner pays 
the tax,’’ ‘‘America for Americans,’’ *‘Pro- 
tection for American lJabor’’ and similar ad- 
ages that were knocked off the trees seasons 
ago and expected not only the manufacturing 
and commercial element inthe community, 
but even the farmers, to accept them as this 
year’s crop, and the finest in the market. 
Their candidate has been forten weeks ped- 
dling this sort of stuff about the State from 
county to county and town to town, to the 
band-organ and hurdy-gurdy accompani- 
ment of the Republican press of the State; 
and the noise and confusion with which the 
faking crowd was surrounded made them 
really believe themselves that they were do- 
ing quite a business. 

Maj. McKinley has covered most of the 
State in his peregrinations. He has spoken 
100 times.and he has made the same speech 
every time. 

At last, however, the backers of the Major 
have realized the situation, When Campbell 
was holding great meetings of farmers in the 
Republican Western Reserve, the Republican 
leaders said that was all right, but he couldn’t 
get the workingmen’s vote. When Campbell 
had 10,000and McKinley talked to only 1,000 
in Bellaire and other manufacturing centérs, 
the Republicans were sure hecouldn’t get 
out the vote in the strong Democratic dis- 
tricts of the Northwest. When they gave 
himthe greatest meetings ever heid there 
the Republicans fell back on what had really 
been their chief reliance all along—the Demo- 
cratic defection in Hamilton County.

the standard price last year, and, owing to 
the closing ofthe Behring Sea and conse- 
quently light catch, those inserested in seal- 
ing have been expecting that the price would 
be, at least, $20. When the report of the sale 
was received expressions of disappoint ment 
were loud. The loss toallin any te con- 
nected with sealing wil! be heavy, and to not 
a few the low prices will mean fnanciail em- 


barrassment.

A STORY OF CRUELTY ALMOST TOO HOR 


BIBLE FOR BELIEF. 


Rev. Samuel Cotton on Trial for the Heart 
less Work-A Gix-Weeks-Old Baby, 
Covered Only With Rags and Vermin, 
Found Dying of Neglect—The Inmates 
Cowed Into a State of Terror. 


DUBLIN, Oct. %.—Some startling testimony | 
was given to-day at the trial of the Rew, © 
Samual Ootton, a rectorat Carnogh, County 
Kildare, who was charged with criminal 
neglect and ill-treatment of the children in 
the Carnogh Orphanage. The Rev. samuel 
Cotton, who has conducted the affairs of the 


orphanage for many years, has made 
many appeals to the public fow 
financial ald and has received 
large sums of money by subscriptions 


for the maintenance of the orphanage. But, 
owing to numerous complaints which have 
been made against that institution, the Sso- 
ciety for the Protection of Children recently 
made an investigation into the manner im 
which the orphanage was conducted 
and thereby a horrible gfate of affairs 
was revealed, The agents of the 
children’s society dur'ng their investigation 
found that the children of the orphanage 
were in an emaciated, filthy and ragged con- 
dition, and that they were covered with 
parasites. The toes of one of the children, it 
was testified to, had rotted off. Another,@ 
girl, had been chained by the legs to a log. 
The rooms of the orphanage were also found 
to be in the filthiest possible condition. 

In the kitchen of the orphanage was found 
a baby 6 weeks old, covered with dirty rags 
and dying of cold and inattention. Other 
children were found in the same apartment 
crouched around a small fire, most frozen 
and half starved. Allofthem were weak and 
sickly, and their growth had been stunted by 
the treatment received under the Kev. Mr, 
Cotton’s management, 

The sanitary condition of the whole estab- 
lishment was found to be perfectly horrible, 
The walls and floors were in a beastly condi. 
tion, and some of the beds used by the un- 
fortunate children were merely old boxes and 
packing cases filied with stale hay. It wag 
also shown that all the children were kept in 
a@ perpetual state of terror by the Rev. Mr, 
Cotton, and that it would be difficult even to 
imagine a more Geplorable or biameabie state 
of things. 

The Kev. Mr. Cotton was committed for 
trial, bail, however, being allowed in order 
to enable him to attend the synod of the 
diocese, of which body he is a member,

A Jury Declares Murderer Joseph Heis- 
ler of Unsound Mind. 


HE LOST HIS REASON AFTER COMMIT- 
TING THE DEED. 


In Case of His Recovery He Can Be Pros- 
ecuted—An Application to Admit James 
McCann, the Slayer of Hugh Gorham, 
to Bail—John Neff Rearrested—Police 
News. 


Another case of murder in th@*first degree 
was disposed of ina few minutes this morn- 
inginthe Criminal Court. Joseph Heisler, 
the murderer of Hans Jourdan, a negro, was 
adjudged insane by a jury on the statement 
of Dr. Hermann, Superintendent of the In- 
sane Asylum. Heisler at the time of the 
murder was a wood-turner in Conraie’s 
chair factory in North St. Louls. His 
fellow workmen always considered him ec- 
centric because he madeno friends in the 
factory, spoke: to no one and no one 
knew where he lived, his 
‘given name or where he came from. 
After the murder it was learned thut he 
bad become infatuated with a mulatto 
girl who lived on ~ Tenth and 
Montgomery streets, and @illed on her 
frequently. On the night of May 21lof this 
year he went to see his inamorata and found 
she had moved: While making inquiries 
about the neighborhood he came 
upon Hans Jourdan and a crowd 
of negroes in a yard,” and asked them 
if they Knew where the girl lived. 
The negroes chaffed the inquirer, 
and becoming angry, he made some 
remark which aroused their ire, and they 
started toward him. He claims he ran away 
from them, but before he had gone far 
he saw they would soon overtake 
him and he drew his knife. Turning sud- 
denly he made a sweep with the Diade. 
Jourdan was close upon him and 
received the steel in his neck 
on the left side. ‘The jugular was severed 
and Jourdan bied to death within two min- 
utes. Heisler went to work as_ usual 
the following morning, but the affair 
seemed to have overthrown his reason, and 
from that day until he was removed 
from the § jail a month later he 

rew more and more violent, becomin 
nally araving maniac. Dr. Hermann tol 
the jury this morning Heisler was a madman 
and though generally quiet while in his pad- 
ded cell it required the strength of four men to 
move him. Dr. Warren G. Priest’s certificate 
of insanity when Heisler was removed from 
the jail was also read and the jury rendered 
@ verdict declaring the murderer insane. 
This, however, does not dismiss the case. 
Should Helsier, by any circumstance, recover 
his reason he will be tried for the murder of 
Jourdan. 


Wants Bond Taken. 


Marshall McDonald, attorney for James 
McCann, the murderer of Hugh Gorham, 
filed a motion in the Criminal Court 


this morning to release his client on bond, 
McCann charged with .mur- 
der in degree. He was 
‘arrested warrant when 
the Grand-jury had indicted him for 
murder in the “(first degree after the 
Assistant Prosecuting ‘Attorney had is- 
sued a warrant charging him with 
murderinthe second degree. Kyidence in 
the case, which. was suppressed 
at the inquest and on which 
the warrant for murder in the 
second degree was based, was given to the 
Grand-jury and without hesitation the 
indictment was returned. In his motion

Set aside for the library. Although this is 
not half the amount Mr. Tilden willed should 
be devoted to the purpose, ft is still sufficient 
to place the institution upona substantial 
footing.

The only relatives who could legally en- 
force participation in Mr. Tilden’s fortune, 
in casethe will was broken, were the issue 
of his brother, Henry A. Tilden, on the one 
side and of his sister, Mrs. Mary B. Pelton, 
onthe other.

OTTAWA, Ofttario, Oct. 98.—Michael Con- 
nolly has been bagged, but Murphy and Rob- 
ert McGreevy are over the border—one in 
Maine and the other in Michigan. These 
men, with the Larkins, comprised the ring of 
boodle contractors who have fattened on the 
plunder from the Dominion Treasury, drawn 
out through the aid of Sir Hector Langevin, 
Minister of Public Works, and Thomas Mc- 
Greevy, member of Parliament. 

So well had the secret of the government 

plans for the arrest of the boodlers been 
kept that Michael Connolly, the head of the 
firm of Larkin, Connolly & Co., ran plump 
into the trap by coming to Ottawa last even- 
ing. Not a word of the government’s inten- 
tion appeared in the Canadian papers yes- 
terday, and Connolly retired to bed in the 
Russell Hotel last night in fancied security. 
Some hitch having occurred in the issue of 
the warrants, it was considered safe to delay 
the arrests till to-day, but the news was 
communicated tothe department of justice 
this evening that the story had been pub- 
lished in full in the States. So the authori- 
ties decided to act at once. Fearing that 
Connolly might also have received a 
hint from friends that the proceedings were 
under way, Supt. Sherwood of the Secret 
service posted himself in the next room 
ready to make the arrest should Connolly at- 
tempt toleave. Wheather or not Connolly 
had any notice of what was going on is not 
known, but at midnight he arose and pre- 
pared to leave by the first train.

The 
plan ofarrests will now be carried out, and 
if no further hitches occur all persons men- 
tioned will have been apprehended by this 
afternoon.

MRS. VAIL’S INSURANCE. 


The First Case Decided in Favor of the 
Insurance Company. 


Judge Thayer handed down his opinion in 
the United States District Court to-day in the 
first of the insurance cases on the life of Mrs. 


Charies F. Vail. Thecourt decides in favor 
ofthe insurance company. The decision is 
an important one, the point ruled upon be- 
ing the first decision of its kind a court 
has ever been called upon to decide. 
The suit was brought by L. Claude McE!lwee, 
administrator of Mrs. Vail’s estate, against 
the New York Life Insurance Co.° to collect 
$5,000, for which her life was in- 
sured for the benefit of her children 
or their heirs. Mrs. Vail left nochildren, 
but was soon to become a mother at the time 
she was killed. 

Judge Thayer, in passing on the case, con- 
strues the contract withthe insurance com- 
pany literally and rules that, as there were 
no children born of Mrs. Vall, the company 
cannot be called upon to pay. 

‘‘Ilf Mrs. Vail,’’ said the court, ‘‘had con- 
templated the possibility of death before 
she had given birth to any 
children some provision would probabiy 
have been inserted in the policy touching 
the disposition of the insurance money in 
that event. What such provision would 
have been it is impossible to 
say, and it is useless to indulge 
in speculation on that subject, as the court 
as powerless to make a contract for the par 
tiles concerning that contingency. It can 
only enforce such a contract as the parties 
have themselves made.’’ 

The court continues that it is held that Mrs. 
Vall had the power to change the beneficiaries 
with the consent of the insurer, and that 
her administrator can recover under 


the proposition. It was also held that Mrs. 
Vail in insuring her life for the benefit of 
her children constituted a trust which 
when she died childless went to 
the benefit of her estate. This also the Court 
overrules, holding that she did ndt place 
$5,000 with the insurance company,which she 
would have had todo to constitute a trust.

The Pennsylvania Senator’s Financial 
Transaction With Bardsley. 


A CERTIFICATE OF DEPOSIT MADE PAYA- 
BLE TO THE BEAVER BOSS. 


New Lead Struck in the Senate Investiga- 
tion at Harrisburg—Quay’s Attempt to 
Explain the Matter—Unusual Privileges 

Granted Mr. Wanamaker’s Experts in 
the Examination of Keystone Books. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., Oct. 28.—The trail struck 
yesterday in the Senate investigation of the 
Pennsylvania Treasury irregularities, which 
are so closely mixed up with Bardsley’s steal- 
ingsandthe Keystone Bank collapse, leads 
close to the home of the Pennsylvania boss, 
Matt Quay. While the Senate investigation 
was in progress to-day Attorney-General 
Hensel said he desired to ask Mr. Boyer 
‘*whether or not he knew atthe time of his 
election of John Bardsley carrying a balance 
of State money atthe Keystone Bank, and 
whether he made any agreement to permit it 
to remain there, and whether he knew 
of any agreement whereby interest 
on it was to be paid to Mr. Quay, 
or Mr. Bardsley or any one else?’’ Objection 
was raised to this question by the Republican 
Senators on the ground that it went beyond 
the term of Mr. Boyer’s incumbency. The 
presiding officer of the Senate, Lieut.-Gov. 
Wattres, ruled the question out. 

There was a significance back ofthe Attor- 
ney-General’s question and the Republi- 
cans had got wind ofitsimport. Mr. Hensel 
had Receiver Yardley of the Keystone Bank 
ready to goon the stand and identify a cer- 
tificate of deposit found among the Key- 
stone’s papers, payable to Mr. Quay. Mr. 
Hensel had the €ertificate in his hand during 
the questioning of Mr. Boyer. 


QUAY’S EXPLANATION. 


HIS CONNECTION WITH THAT CERTIFICATE OF 
DEPOSIT TRANSACTION. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 28.—Senator Quay was 

seen at his tome in Beaver atan early hour 

this morning in regard to the certificate of 

dep osit for $8,877 from the Keystone Bank to 

Bardsley, made payable by himto Senator 


uay, through the Beaver Deposit Bank on 
Nov. 1889.

S5en- 
ator Quay madethe following statementin 
regard tothetransaction. He said: 

‘‘In October, not November, 1889, I gavea 
note to gentlemen representing the Repub- 
lican City Committee of Philadelphia for 
$9,000 upon which to raise that amount of 
money for the campaignof that year. Of 
what was done with it I know nothing per- 
sonally, except that the note was afterward 
returned to me canceled, 
as I understood, by the pub- 
lican State Committee. The Bardsley 
draft is for the amount of the note, less the 
discount. I have forgotten the details but pre- 
sume that Bardsley procured the discount of 
the note for the holders, taking a certificate 
of deposit In hisown name, which was for- 
warded to me for indorsement, and thatI 
deposited the certificate here and sent my 
check for the $9,000 to Philadelphia. The 
gentlemen whom the note was from can 
and, Il have no doubt, willexplainthe trans- 
action. Iknow nothing of Bardsley in it, 
except that his name appeared in connec- 
tion with the certificate, and had no com- 
munication with him then or since upon the 
subject.’’ 

The Senator said he was satisfied that the 
date, Nov. 29, was a forgery, because the 
transaction had occurred in October, within 
ten days prior to the election.

A syndicate of wealthy contributors to 
the Harrison campaign fund stood forth 
conspicuously as the steerers of the admin- 
istration’s foreign policy in the Behring Sea 
controversy.

SPECIFICATIONS STOLEN.

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THE SCHOOL BOARD RING RESORT) TO THEFT TO PREVENT 
THE DISCOVERY OF CROOKEDNESS. 


While the Value of School Board Property Has Increased, 
Rents Have Decreased. 


STOLEN SPECIFICATIONS. 


The Post-DIsPaTCcH has already had occa- 
sion to expose the bigh handed outrage per- 
petrated upon the public by School Director 
O’Connor on the occasion of his forcibly re- 
moving the plans for heating and ventilating 
Colored Schgol No.1. It will be remembered 
that the Fuller & Warren contract for $4,995. 75 
was subjected to grave attacks, it being 
charged by competent persons that the spec!i- 
fications were not lived up to. Edward 
O’Connor, as member of the Building Com- 
mittee, and Fuller & Warren’s sole agent, 
had things pretty much his own way. Not 
only did he perceive that the antiquated 
stove heating system should take 
the place of the more modern 
steam in new ‘schools, but contrived 
that his company should not be subject to 
the inconvenience of bidding for the ‘work. 
Not satisfied with exhorbitant rates,the work 
was skimped and slighted and a variety of 
rascalities practiced. When one of his 
fellow members attempted to have copies of 
the plans made, so that the Fuller & Warren 
Co. might be called to account, 
O’Connor forcibly took the plans from the 
draughtsman and ejected him from the 
Polytechnic Building. He then locked the 
plans up in the safe in his store and refused 
to produce them on the plea that they 
belonged to Fuller & Warren, and even 
submitted to being mulcted $75 and costs 
by the courts rather than. give up 
the plans and expose the rascality of his em- 
ployers. The reader might naturally suppose 
that this was an isolated instanceof plain 
stealing. The reader would be very far from 
the facts, however. It is charged by the 
POST-DISPATCH that in numerous instances 
plans have been stolen bodily from the office 


|and that specifications have been detached 


from the contracts. 
SPECIFICATIONS STOLEN. 

Itis charged that the specifications for 
Fuller & Warren’s $5,100 Carr Lane contract 
have been stolen or destroyed, andthat the 
plans have disappeared from the office of the 


_ Superintendent. Letthe agent of Fuller & 
| Warren 


produce the specifications 
and prove that they have 
not been stolen to hide 
the iniquity of Fuller & Warren and Build- 
ing Commissioner Furlong. It will be re- 
membered that the Post-DIsPATCH exposed 
the manner in which Fuller & Warren disre- 
garded the specifications in the contract and 
the city ordinances, building a three-story 
wall, 20 feet wide, of the thickness of only 4 
inches, the width of a single brick. This wall 
supports the posts of three floors, and I!s 
ready at any moment to fall and precipitate 
several hundred cnildren intothecellar, It 
was related that ex-Engineer Wm. Lee con- 
demned the wall and induced even John W. 
O’Connell, chairman of the Building Com- 
mittee, to condemnit. Areport was made 
to the office of the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic {Buildings and the Assistant Com- 
missioner likewise condemned the _ wall. 
Nevertheless, O’Connor got Commissioner 
Furlong to give hts approval of the work ,and 
the city was treated to a gpectacle of a 
sworn officer of the city government, the one 
into whose keeping the enforcement of build- 
ing ordinances is given, conniving at crimin.: 
al evasion of the lawand downright swindl- 
ing onaliberalcontract. In order to cover 
up their tracks the gang have stolen the 
plans tor the heating and ventilation of Carr 
Lane school, and have made away with the 
specifications that should be attached to the 
contract. How they could be spirited out of 
the School Board vault is a matter left to 
Secretary Player to explain. But the Post- 
DISPATCH knows that they have been stolen 
and defies the ring to produce the documents. 

How is it that the amiable committee of 
fossilizea citizens whoannuallvy are selected 
to look over the accounts, vouchers and 
documents of the board, so obligingly over- 
look all this corruption? How is it that every 
year for the last four years they have re- 
ported funds all intact, documents all on 
hand? They are now delving intothe records 
and accounts of the board. Let them step 
into the safe to-morrow morning, and, De- 
ginning with the last contract on file, work 
back for four or five years and report how 
many specifications are missing from con- 
tracts. Thatis what they are appointed for 
and that is whatthey draw their $250 for. 
They are the masters of the situation, and 
instead of going over ‘‘fixed’’ accounts that 
mean nothing, and with owl-like gravity 
asserting that vouchers for fraudulent bills 
are on hand, let them goto work on ‘‘their 
own hook’’ and let the people find out some- 
thing abouf the board. Cudmore ran in 
$54,000 of fraudulent bills within four years. 
There isa voucher for every dollar of the 
amount paid. Why not inquire how the 
voucher came to be there? That is the 
province of an expert committee. 

THE ARCHITECTS’ RING. 

Now these specifications were stolen to 
cover up the tracks ofthe Building Commit- 
tee, Agent O’Connor and the ar- 
chitects’ ring. For it must be 
known that there is a rapacious 
ring of architects that sweat 5 per cent of all 
the money expended upon new schools and 
upon additions to old schools. The ring is 
headed by Building Commissioner Furlong. 
Init are four others, These men are given 
all the work connected with the drawing of 
plans and superintendence of construction. 
They get 5 per cent for drawing the plans and 
2percent for superintending construction. 
Their plan drawing is a farce, for Supt. 
Singletun of the Fuller & Warren peo- 
ple dictate the manner of drawing. All plans 
are prepared so that Fuller & Warren alone 
can economically heat and ventl- 
late. Commissioner Furlong, as the 
head of this ring, permits such 
rascality as the Carr Lane Schoo! wall to go 
through, With the Bullding Commissioner in 
the ring, who need fear? Right here the 
question naturally arises, What right has the 
Bullding Commissioner or his partner to take 
outside work for the School Board? Again, 
the superintendence of construction isa hol- 
low sham. Supt, Singleton is the paid officer 
of the board and he does all that work. As 
aniilustration of the beautiful working of 
the architects’ ring the unfair selection of 
Furlong’s plans for the Higu School building 
may be instanced. His estimate was $10,000 
above the limit and yet he was allowed to 
amend so as to Keep out all competitors. 


DECREASE IN THE RENTAL INCOME. 


The way in which the School Board real 
estate is managed is, to say the least, re- 
markable. It isa system of management 
which results in showinga rent roll so dis- 
proportionately low as compared with the 
value of School Board rentable property as 
to suggest the idea that a lease on School 
Board property amounts almost to a freehold 
gift. It alsoresults in showing a total revenue 
frdm rents insufficient in itself to furnish the 
financial material for even one of the 
various School Board ‘‘funds’’ which have 
such a habit of becoming ‘‘exhausted.’’ And 


the regular official returns of the school 
Board bailiff show that of this small revenue 
from rents thereis apparently carried from 
monthto month an uncollected balance of 
several thousand dollars. As the rent-roll 
ofthe School Board is its only considerable 
source of revenue outside of the school tax, 
the subjectis rather an interesting one to 
the tax- paying public. It points out a fleld 
worthy of close attention, and demanding 
the care ofa school board which would de- 
vote more practical thought to its proper 
management than the present board has 
thought fit to give. 
AMOUNT COLLECTED IN RENTS. 

The School Boara f{property, as an estate, Is 
estimated to be worth something over $5,000, - 
000. This includes all school bulidings, all 
property improved gnd unimproved, from 
which any rental is derived, and some prop- 
erty which furnishes no reyenue to the School 
Board fund. The latter has been and is be- 
ing sold, the proceeds being applied to the 
cost of the new Board of Education building 
at Ninth and Locust streets. Such property 
has at auction sale already realized an 
amount aggregating $250,000, which is now 
held in the School Board permanent fund, 
and which in itself {indicates the real weaith 
of the School Board as an estate. A land- 
owner who could sell thenon- producing frag- 
ments of his property for $250,000 would nat- 
urally be supposed to be in possession of a 
princely income from the improved and rev- 
enue-producing body of the estate. 

The School Board derives something less 

poe $57,000 per year from its rented prop- 
erty. 
The total income of the School Board is 
$1,250,000 yearly. Of this magnificent revenue 
only $57,000 is realized in rents from the large 
holdings of the School Bo ard in St. Louis real 
estate. 

The remainder, some $1,193.000, is paid by 
the public in the form of a school tax. 

Such a showing is astounding, but an ordi- 
nary investigation of the school Board ac- 
counts would not bring its full meaning to 
the surface. Accordingtothe published fig- 
ures in School Board reports, the total rental 
Of $57,000 per year isa good average return 
from the real estate holdings. In the last 
annual ‘‘balance sheets’’ of the School Board 
the vaulation of ‘‘real estate for revenue’’ is 
put down at $996,338.98. Upon that valuation, 
the rent income of $57,000 would be a return 
of nearly 6 per cent upon the investiment. 

But the valuation of School Board real 
estate is one of the most singular features of 
the present condition of affairs in the board. 
The rental income is derived principally from 
property held on lease by the parties occupy- 
ing it. Some of these leases are for fifty 
years at afixedrental. Others are for forty 
years, with the privilege of renewing every 
ten years on a corrected valuation of the 
property so leased. 

In other words, the total valuation of the 
School Roard ’ ‘‘real estate for revenue,’’ at 
$996,338.98, is what may be called a ‘‘remin- 
iscent’’ valuation. It represents what the 
property was worth ten, twenty, forty or 

fty yearsago. It is safe to say that there is 
no other estate in St. Louls managed on such 
a basis. 

A STEADY DECREASE. 

Noristhere any evidence to prove that 
when the opportunity does come fora revalu- 
ation of leased property it its improved by 
the present School Board, This is the most 
Startling phase of the system of ‘‘remin- 
iscent’’ valuation, The first evidence of cor- 
rect ‘‘modern’’ vatuation of the School 
Board leased property would be an increase 
inthe rent roll. A 1 gare of the rent 
roll of 1888-89 with that of 1889-90 and of 
1890-1, shows, on the contrary, a steady de: 
crease. 

According to the published reports the 
total amount realized for rents for the year 
closing June 30, 1889, was $58,616.57. For the 
rear closing June 30, 1890, there was realized 

57,056.96, Or Just $1,529.61 less than the pre- 
ceding year. For the year closing June 30, 
1891, there was realized only $56,448.33, or 
$628.63 less than the preceding year and 
$2,168.24 less than the rents received for 
1888 -8Y ! 

This reguiar annual decrease ts shown in 
the face of the fact that there are leases ex- 
piring almost every month, thus giving op- 
portunity for re-vajuation of the prop- 
erty, and that the value of St. Louis 
real estate has been steadily increasing 
during the sanie years that the 
School Board rent-roll has been decreasing. 
The present School Board is responsible to 
the people for this ulsastrously contradictory 
showing during its administration. 

Itcannot be attributed to the fact of some 
of the rentable property becoming vacant 
during that timeand-so producing no reve- 
nue. There are now not over half a dozen 
pieces of vacant rentable property ; less, it is 
acknowledged, than has ever been known 
before inthe history of the St. Louis public _ 
schools. It can only be attributed to the fact 4 
that for some reason the leaseholders of 
School Board iands have a ‘‘cinch’’ 
on cheap rents that the present School Board 
shows not the slightest inclination to over- 
come. The ‘‘ecinch’’ is one that costs the 
tax-paying public dear, and keeps School 
Board property down tothe lowest notch of 
productiveness. 

BAD COLLECTING. 

Not only are the rents thus allowed to re- 
main at the ‘‘bed rock’’ Seeres of years ago, 
but the Bailiff’s reports indicate apparently, 
that the collection of even such dispropor. 
tionately low rents tsa difficult matter. On 
Aug. 12, 1890, when G. W. Baare, the former 
Ballif?,went out of office he turned over to H, 
Clay Sexton, the present Balliff, some 
$3,927 of uncollected rent bills then due. Cred- 
iting this balance with $284.42 rents collected 
from that list.the new Balllff started out with 
a balance of $3,642.58 rent bills on hand. 
Then come the monthly reports of ‘‘rent 
bills on hand,’’ as follows:

The sudden reduction of the total of uncol- 
lected rent bills at the close of the school 
year from $7,121.82 the month previous to 
$3,057.77 for the year’s en indicates that 
the School Board was not wi ling to have the

DEMAND A DENIAL.

Kenrick Jubilee Committee Not Satisfied 
With Fr. Power’s Explanation. 


THE SECRETARY, REV. FR COFFEY, 
MAKES ANOTHER STATEMENT. 


The Pastor ofthe Annunciation, He Says, 
Has Tried to Put the Committee ina 
False Light Before the Public, and 
Must Deny Seriatim the Charges Im- 
puted to Him. 


Yesterday the war over the children’s 
chorus in the Kenrick Jubilee celebration 
seemed to be at an end, but to-day it has 
broken out again and promises to be con- 
tinued indefinitely and with more bitterness 
thanever. The members of the Executive 
Committee of the Kenrick Jubilee Association 
or some of them atleast, still feel very sore 
over the published statements credited to 
Father G. D. Powers, pastor of the Church of 
the Immaculate Conception, and say that 
the reverend gentleman has put the com- 
mittee in a false light in regard to the public 
school system. The members of the com- 
mittee are not, they say, antagonistic to 
the public schools and bave done 
nothing as a committee or as individuals to 
justify any such inference. On the other 
hand, they recognize the utility of the public 
school system and duly appreciate its many 
excellent features ina country like this, and 
do not understand why their action in re- 
gard to the children’s chorus in the Kenrick 
jubilee celebration should be construed by 
any one as Father Power supposed it would 
be construed. If the committee had re- 
quired that Catholic children attending pub- 
lic schools should rehearse forthe Kenrick 
celebration, and that they should take 
part in that celebration, the claim might 
then be made and justly, too, that the com- 
mittee was unfriendly to the public school 
system and wastrying to interfere with the 
School Board’s management of the schools, 
but as the committee’s action referred only 
to the parochial schools, the cry of Father 
Power should, they claim, never have been 
raised. 

The Secretary of the committee is Father 
James Thomas Coffey, and while he has 
spoken for himself only in his replies to 
Father Power, he is supposed to voice toa 
great extent the sentiments of the whole 
committee. In his interview published by the 
Post-D1sPaTCH last Monday he spoke his 
mind very freely and made use of some very 
plain language in a style notable for its terse- 
ness and vigor. He was in the same frame of 
mind to-day with his convictions of Monday 
rather strengthened than otherwise, if modl- 
fied at all by the interview with Father Power 
published in yesterday’s paper. 

NO PEACE. 

‘*Because of the singular stand taken by 
the kev. G. D. Powerin his interview pub- 
lished in yesterday evening’s Post-DIs- 
PaTCH,’’ said he, ‘‘I feel obliged to say a few 
words more on the subject in controversy. 
The Executive Committee has been placed in 
a bad light by the reverend gentleman, and 
the scandal caused 4 | his Sunday interview 
only grows apace as he continues to explain. 
He feets proud of his interview in a morning 
paper of Monday, Oct. 26,and he says he does 
not recognize the Sunday effusion atall. Nev- 
evertheless, in Monday’s paper he declares 
that he has received letters from members of 
the church (what church!) indorsing his ac- 
tion of publishing his views on Sunday. On 
Monday he says nothing of the falsity of the 
reporter’s declarations of Sunday. Perhaps 
he had not seen them. If he had, Monday 
was surely the time to contradict them. They 
were too serious to be overlooked, 
and the general public is still under 
the impression that he dictatedthem. If he 
had not dictated them he would have denied 
them on Monday. If hehad not consented to 
their publication he would have scored the 
management of the paper responsible for 
their appearance; he would have gone fur- 
ther, and if the paper would not furnish an 
adequate retraction he would have declared 
his intention to compel itin order to save 
himself and stop the scandal. But all he 
does is to state tothe public that he has not 
been suspended and that he cannot allow the 
public school system tobe trampled on by 
any one. Who constituted him defender of 
this great American institution? Who has 
raised the hue and cry that it has been 
attacked? By whom bave these wrongs Deen 
perpetrated? By that wicked Executive Com- 
mittee, The incubus is still on him. 

‘‘He thinks the committee has in- 
sulted him, and when he looks 
within he finds personified in his 
majestic person the bulwarks of our Amer- 
ican freedom and the terrible zealots are 
without storming the ramparts, knockin 
down unfortunate Catholic children an< 
trampling on their struggling parents. This 
is too much, He mustcry out, andhe does, 
and the wicked committee is unmasked. 
But does he not see that this is only a venting 
of his own personal spleen upon those whom 
heimagines have wronged his dignity. He 
must stopthis attack upon the committee. 
They bave nothing whatever to do with the 
public schools. They have not bombarded 
them; they have not offered an insult to the 
children who attend them, for they are not 
concerned about them atall; they have not 
wounded the feeling of the parents of such 
children. It is the reverend gentleman’s 
incubus that has done it all, and the sooner 
he shakes the monster offthe better. He re- 
minds the public again that he is not alone in 
this sally of bad temper, but that hets called 
upon to champion the rights and expose the 
wrongs of other injured pastors. We think 
he is drawing on his very fertile imagination 
when he does this. He names nine parishes 
that have come under the ban of the Zealots 
of the committee. Does he think for a 
moment that the reasons for not having 
schools in most of these parishes are not well 
known to the public, at least to the Catholic 
public? 

‘*He now says we must have peace. No, 
we will not have peace until he repairs the 
wrong he has done to the committee and to 
the cause of Catholic education, by denying 
seriatim the slurs and insults‘attributed to 
him in that Sunday paper. Ifthe paper will 
not publish his denial, then he is bound, as 
the matter stands now, to force it. Thus 
only can the terrible scandal be adequately 
repaired.’’

FRAUD UNEARTHED. 


Systematic Swindling of Merchants by St 
Joseph (Mo.) Sharpers. 

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Oct. 28.—One of the most 
thoroughly organized systems of fraud that 
has been brought to light in this city for 
many years has just been unearthed, and the 
perpetrators of the swindle are believed to 
be in or near this city. Warrants have been 
issued for the arrest of Wm. Springer, B. 
Blanketber and A. Goldberg on the charge of 
obtaining merchandise under false pre- 
tenses. 

The three men named are said to have ob- 
tained about $3,000 worth of goods from 
wholesale merchants of Chicago, Des Moines 
and Ottumwa, for which they have not paid 


a cent. Last August the first 
two named men opened a clothing 
and furnishing store at Osceola, Io. In the 


front part of the store-room a display of 
cheap goods was made. The firm represented 
to commercial agencies and wholesale deal- 
ers thattheir stock was worth $2,800, that 
they had several hundred dollars in cash and 
only $50 liabilities. 

Large consignments of goods were bought 
on one-third cash upon delivery, the balance 
in one | and ninety days. When the goods 
were shipped tothe firm the boxes contain- 
ing the merchandise were taken into the 
rear apartment, of the store and 
all marks were removed, and 
the goods were then reshipped 
to A. Goldberg, St. Joseph, Mo. When the 
creditors were about to close in upon the 
firm the store was suddenly closed and the 
members of the firm took their departure. 
They were traced to 8st. Joseph, where they 
have been shadowed until requisition papers 
could be made out. 

It is now feared that they have given the 
police the slip. About $2,000 worth of goods 
have have found in the Buell butiding where 
Goldberg had his quarters.

WHY NO ATTEMPT Is MADE TO CAPTURE 
THE CONVENTION. 


Position of the Third Party in Regard to 
the Alliance Gathering at Springfield— 
No Attempt to Control Elections Made 
Because None Is Necessary—The Alli- 
ance and the F. M. B.A. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Oct. 28.—The meeting of 
the Illinois State Alliance and Industrial 
Union opened here yesterday, but proved 
much less exciting than had been antici- 
pated. It was expected that the People’s 
Party would make an attempt to capture the 
convention, but no intention of the kind was 
manifested. This caused some surprise, as 
itwas supposed that the managers of the 
People’s Party would attempt to secure a 
formal indorsement. The action of the Mis- 
souri Alliance in opposing the sub-treasury 
scheme was considered to render certain an 
effort to prevent any such course on the part 
of the lilinoisans. | 

NO NEED OF A FIGHT. 

But whenthe matter was investigated it 
became clear why no aggressive course was 
pursued by the friends of the third party. No 
campaign has been inaugurated by the Peo- 
ple’s party|/because none was necessary, that 
organization having developed what is prac- 
tically a controlling strength in the Alliance. 
There isno/danger of the example set in 
Missouri ing followed, and it has been 
deemed est to let well enough 
alone. t is not likely that 
any People’s Party candidates will be put 
forward as officers, as that party has now 
control of/fthe Executive Committee, and its

THE OCALA PLATFORM,

FOUGHT LIKE DOGS. 


Two Pugilists Bite and Gouge Each 
Other in a Most Brutal Manner. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 28.—About 200 sports from 
this city and Brooklyn journeyed up toa 
road-house last night near Danbury, 
Conn., where they witnessed a kid glove 
fight toa finish between Jack Bates of Ohio 
and Joe Daley of New York. It was after 
1 o’clock this morning when _—itthe 
men entered the ring. Con McAuliffe, 
brother of the famous light weight champion 
pugilist, was selected as referee, and if ever 
a man had his hands full it was Con, 
as he had two wildcats to handle 


who toward the finish did nothing but 
wrestle, bite, scratch, gouge and choke. 
It was a sort of go-as-you-please affair, 
and at one time it looked as though 
the whole 200 spectators were going totakea 
handinthe affray, as nearly the entire as- 
semblage were jostling each other inside 
the ropes, which was a full 24-foot ring. 
The men started offin good shape, and for 
the first four roundsthey fought fairly and 
there were some heavy biows struck. 
In fact it was the severe punishment 
Daly received in sqme left hand upper cuts 
which induced him commence his foul 
fighting. 

The fouling commenc about the latter 
part of the fourth round, and before the close 
of the fitth round everybody was in 
the ring pushing, shoving and jostling one 
another and bellowing ‘‘foul’’ at the top of 
their voices. The wildest kind of excite- 
ment prevailed, while all hands were endea- 
voring to separate the fighters who had their 
teeth fastened in each other like two bull 
dogs. Fully five minutes were lost in trying 
to restore peace. Inthe sixth round, during 
one of the clinches Daley managed to get 
his thumb into Bates’ mouth, and by one 
of those pleasant twists managed to increase 
the size of it by running it up into the left 
cheek. Bates bled freely and first blood 
was claimed for and allowed 
Daley. The men had to be 
separated quite frequently in this 
round, as they both fouled all they knew 
how every time they came together. Atthe 
callof time Daley evidently did not think 
things were evened up as he followed 
Bates to his corner and bit 
a piece out oof i M4his shoulder. It 
was cold blooded, but still it was allowed 
despite all protests. The crowd went there 
to see a fight toa finish, and solong as both 
men were fouling, the spectators wanted to 
see it out, no matter if the fighters killed 
each other. 

The seventh round was one that will long be 
remembered by allwho were present, as it 
was a rough-and-tumble affair of the most 
approved style, consisting of choking, bit- 
ing, kicking, gouging and all kinds of 
uDfair fighting. Daley, who started all the 
foul fighting, got decidedly the worst of it at 
his own peculiar style of pugililsm. He 
finally ran out of the ring to escape 
punishment, but he was thrown back 
again by his own friends and told to take his 
medicine. He made several more attempts 
to turn tailand make his escape, but each 
time he was headed off by the crowd and 
pushed back into the ring. 

The eightb and last round was of short du- 
ration, as ali the fight had been punished out 
of Daley, and his only aim seemed to be to 
to get out of the ringand as far away from 
the fists of Bates as possible. Finally 
in his mad effort to escape he: smashed Con 
McAuliffe in the face and dove out through the 
ropes likean arrow, and there was nothing 
else left for McAuliffe todo but give the vic- 
tory to Bates, which he did, and then all 
hands started for their homes. 


THE WOODRUFF JURY. 


The Twelfth Man Obtained to Try the 
Case. 


LITTLE RocK, Ark., Oct. 28.—At 9:30 o’clock 
this morning the third day of the trial of ex. 
State Treasurer Woodruff, charged with be- 
ing a defauiter inthe sum of $90,000, began, 
and the work of selecting the twelfth jury- 
man wasresumed. Out of a special ventre 


of fifty summoned yesterday afternoon only 
five had been accepted by the State andde- 
ne and another venire proved fruit- 
ess. 

An adjournment was then taken until 11 
o’clock toallowthe summoning of an addi- 
tional venire of twenty-five, from which the 
remaining juryman will be chosen. The 
State has exhausted its right to challenge— 
while the defendant has excluded ten or 
twelve, leaving him still eight or ten chal- 
lenges in event he cares to use them. 

As it was yesterday so it is to-day, the 
court room being crowded with spectators. 
When the court reconvened at ll o’clock in.- 
terest was centered onthe man who would 
be selected to make up the jury. 

All the morning and upto late this after- 
noon was consumed in wrangling over the 
selection of a juror, who was finally secured. 
The case will open in good earnest to- 
morrow. 


WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Smuggled Clothing Seized—Items From 
the National Capital. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 28.—Special Cus- 
toms Inspector Sessions has informed the 
Treasury Department of the seizure of sey- 
eral lots of clothing, valued at $401, which 
had been smuggled into Troy, N. Y., from 
Canada. His report shows a syste- 
matic method of smuggling on the 


part of certain Canadian tallors having cus- 
tomers in Troy and other cities in New York. 
He says an agent of the foreign tailors visits 
this country for the pu se Of taking orders, 
andthat the goods when finished are de. 
livered to the customers free of 
duty by the connivance of sleeping 
car conductors and other railroad em. 
ployes. The smuggling of clothing 
trom Canada ana Europe bas aroused the in- 
dignation of domestic merchant tallors, and 
the Treasury Department is using every ef- 
fort to correct the evil.

MILITIA CONVENTION, 


They Will Meet at Chicago Dmring the 
World’s Fair. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Oct. 28.—At to-day’s session 
of the convention of militia men it was de- 
cided td hold a National encamp- 
mentat Chicago during the World’s Fair 
and the camp be located withina radius of 
twenty miles from the Exposition grounds.

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EXPLODING POWDER. 


Death Met in a Mill—Other 
Casualties. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 28.—A Chronicle- Tele- 
graph Youngstown (0O.) special says: Shortly 
before 8 o’clock this morning the glaze mill 
of the Ohio Powder-works, located four miles 
north of the city, exploded, killing two men, 
Joseph Maags and Ben Somans, and com- 
pletely destroying the mill. Atthe time the 
mill contained 600 kegs of powder and the 
mutilated remains of the men were scattered 
over a ten-acre field, The mill has been run- 
ning four months, and is comparatively new. 
The men killed were the only two em- 
ployed in the mill this morning. 

The Leader’s special from Youngstown, O., 
gives the names of the two men killed at the 
explosion at the Ohio Powder Co.’s plant as 
George Maggs, aged 19, and Ben Kirango, 
aged 41. The remains of the men were found 
scattered within a radius of half a mile of 
the plant. Pieces of iron pipe that two 
men could not lift were found a mile and a 
half from the scene of the explosion. Several 
valuable cattle and ebesp were killed by fly- 
ing pieces of timber. e explosion shook 
the buildings in this city, five miles distant. 
Chimneys were toppled over, dishes and 
crockery tumbled down, etc. The loss to the 
company is about $10,000.

HELD NO AUTOPSY.

The Coro ner’s Strange Disregard of Dr. 
| Etavard’s Request. 


MYSTERY SURROUNDING THE SUDDEN 
DEATH OF MRS. LOUISA SCHUERMANN. 


The Woman Was in Good Health a Few 
Days Before She Was Found in Her 
Room Dead Under Such Circumstances 
as Aroused Dr. Etavard’s Suspicions— 
The Coroner’s Action. 


The Coroner’s office has taken a rather 
peculiar stand in a case surrounded with 
more or less uncertainty, and one which Is in 
every circumstance pre-eminently what could 
be called a ‘‘Coroner’s case.’’ The circum- 
stances of the case are these: 

On Wednesday a woman, Mrs. Loulsa 
Schuermann, called on Dr. H. T. Etavard at 
his dispensary at No. 1323 Franklin avenue, 
and was given a prescription of iron pills for 
asimple female trouble. After Wednesday 
of last week she did without doctors 
and did not seem tc ~»be_ suffering 
of anything serious during the interval 
that elapsed before her death. On Saturday 
morning, according tothe testimony of her 
husband, she got upatthe customary hour, 
and prepared his breakfast for him, com- 
plaining only of a slight headache, and say- 
ing she would rest during the day. The 
husband went away after breakfast to his 
work and did notreturn until 6 o’clock in 
the evening, when he found =_ that, 


his wife was not in her customary place pre- 
paring supper. He wentto her roomand 
found thatthe door was locked and that 
there was no key onthe outside. He knocked 
and called for some time and then tried to 
force the door. Finding he could not do this 
he climbed in through the transom and found 
the key on the inside of the door. His 
wife was lying on her bed, dressed, 
with her hands quietly folded across her 
bosoms When he touched the body it was 
cold, and ft was evident that the woman had 
been dead for some time. 
REFUSED TO ISSUE. A CERTIFICATE. 

He immediately sent for the doctor who 
had attended her before, who upon examina- 
tion refused to issue the certificate, as he 
said he did not know the cause of death, and 
consequently could not certify to it until 
he knew. He consulted Dr. Bauer about the 
case and proposed an autopsy but was ad- 
visea to turn the case over tothe Coroner and 
leave the decision to him. This was done 
and the Coroner’s office notified of the cir- 
cumstances. The Coroner held what was by 
courtesy cailed an inquest and upon the state- 
ment of the husband issued a certificate 
that the woman had died of 
of cerebral apoplexy and the body was buried 
by A. Kron, the undertaker, at her husbDand’s 
expense in Frieden’s Cemetery. The fact 
that the woman was only 27 and her husband 
60, and that she was dressed in: clean, fresh 
clothes with her door locked when found ied 
tothe beliefor suspicion that perhaps she 
had committed suicide. This went no further 
than a suspicion, however, but coupled with 
the uncertainty which surrounded the cause 
of her death made the necessity of a post- 
mortem examination or autopsy reasonable. 
Such a procedure was suggested by Dr. Eta- 
vard. The Coroner and his deputy took a 


different view of the matter and would not/ 


hold one. A PosT-DISPATCH reporter inves- 
tigated the case this morning. . 
DR. ETAVARD SEEN. 

Dr. Etavard wasseen at his office at 1323 
Franklin avenue, and stated his views very 
Clearly. He said: 

‘*] think that it is of the greatest im- 
portance that the case should be looked into 
and the cause of death ascertained to a cer- 
tainty. I am sure that, Knowing what I 
did about the case, I could not certify to 
the cause. I was called upon here 
at my office by Mrs. Schuermann 
on Wednesday of last week and gave her 
some pills fora slight and ordinary trouble 
she was disturbed with. I did not hear from 
her again until last Saturday night, when one 
of her neighbors came inand saidthat Mrs. 
Schuermann was dead and thatI was wanted 
immediately. Hearing that she was dead, I 
made no unusual haste, and went up tothe 
house. Ilexamined the body very carefully, 
but could find nothing toindicate the cause of 
her death, She was quiet looking and 
her arms crossed across her breast. Her 
underclothes were all fresh and clean and 
had been, to all appearances, put on that 
day. I would not certify to her death, and 
after consulting with Dr. Bauer, decided 4o 
turn the case overtothe Coroner. Afterthe 
Coroner got the case, I was  sur- 
prised to learn that he had issued 
a certificate without holding an 
autopsy and simply on the statement of the 
husband. I urged for an examination and 
was told by the Deputy Coroner that it could 
not be done, as it would cost too much and 
that there was no occasion for it. 

‘‘l argued that in case there was insurance 
Ishould not sign any papers and that 

judgment, to say 

to handle a case in such 

manner. I said I wanted 

an autopsy to satisfy me as to what killed the 

woman, but my request was not granted, so 

I just let the thing go as ii wes, the Coroner 
being responsible.’ 

A visit was made to the office ofthe Health 
Commissioner, where all certific ates of death 
are indorsed and recorded. The Record 
Clerk soon found the record, which showed 
the following entries: Date of death, Oct. 24; 
date of certificate, Oct. 26; name, Laura 
schuermann; social condition, married; age, 
27; residence and place of death, 1997 Sullivan 
avenue; cause of death, cerebral apoplexy. 

DR. DUDLEY INTERVIEWED. 

Dr. Dudley, the Health Commissioner, was 
asked if it was the custom to issue cer- 
tificates in such cases without an ex- 
examination which would show the cause 
of death. He said: ‘‘Itis not the custom to 
hold autopsies onall cases. Whenever the 
cause of death can be ascertained from those 
who Knew the rson it isdone. For exam- 
ple: If you had been suffering from heart 
trouble fortwelve months and it was known 
to your family anc doctors and you 
should suddenly drop dead an autopsy 
would not be necessary. But where there 
i¢ more or less doubt the Coroner must use 
his judgment. I donot knowthe particular 
— butam simply giving a general! propo- 
sition,’’ 

THE OFFICIAL REPORT. 

At the Coroner’s office was found the cus- 
tomary ye report to the effect that the 
woman d died without medical attend- 
ance. To this was attached the Coroner’s 
report upon which the certificate was issued. 
The document read as follows: 

Conrad Schuermann being duly sworn testifies, 
Laura Schuermann was my wife, she was 27 years 
old, born in St. Louis, always lived in St. Louis. 
occupation house servant, lastsaw my wife alive in 
the morning of Oct. ; 
plained of headache 
my wife had headache 
less heart troubles fora year. When I came home 
in the evening of Oct. 24, at 6 p. m.,I found my wife 
Gead in bed at my house, No. Sullivan avenue, 
I think that apoplexy was the cause of my wife’s 

ath. I will bury the remains, 

CONRAD SCHUERMANN. 

Subscribed and sworn to before me this 26th day of 
October, 1891. J. B. IRWLN, Coroner. 

That completes the record of the investiga- 
tion made, and because Mr. Schuermann 
thought his wife died of apoplexy the certifi- 
cate was granted ina most offhand manner. 
The woman did not have the appearance of 
suffering from apoplexy, being slim, light 
and young.

The Collector of this port, Hon. J. M, Bow- 
ell, gives from his,offictal records, a state- 
ment of new Chinamen landed and paying 
the poll tax, and also of Chinamen taking 
tickets to leave, showing 1,159 arrivals and 
852 departures in the nine months ending 
with September. There are to-day nearly 


2,000 tickets of leave unreturned In the last 
three years, sothat many remain at home 
every year, especially those who have saved 
$1,000 or $2,000, as that is wealth in China 
among the medium classes. A St. Vincent 
correspondent places the number coming 
into Vancouver weekly at 400. This would 
be impossible, as each steamship can only 
carry one Chinaman to every fifty tons, and 
the steamers of the Empress line are just 
5,900 tons burden each, and we have one 
steamship per month. There have never 
been 400 Chinese on any one ship entering 
this port. .The customs records prove this.

Bnormous Salaries Paid Ball Players— 

Schaefer and Slosson Bury the Hatchet

The Chichgo League management are now 
laying wires to prevent Frea Pfeffer from 
playing with the Chicago Association team in 
1892. They clfilm thatthe second baseman 
signed a contract which has a clause at- 
tached to it giving the Chicago club the first 
Ciairh on his services in 1892. Pfeffer states 
that he had no other course to pursue when 
Spalding laid the contract before him, and 

‘that it was acase of haveto. This contract 
will run out the first of the year, when the 
great second baseman will aM™ix his name to 
an Association contract. President Hart of 
the Chicago League team says that he has 
consulted first-class attorneysand has been 
assured that the option clause, or as it Is 


‘better known the reserve attachment, will 


hold good in the State of Illinois, and that as 
soon as Pfeffer’s contract with the Associa- 
tion club is announced he will procure an in- 
junction restraining him from playing ball 
entirely, which will bring on another long 
legal battle such as took place when the 
New York League team attempted to prevent 
Jd.M. Ward from playing with the Brooklyn 
Brotherhood team. The New York manage - 
ment insisted that the option rule gave them 
the exclusive use of Ward’s services for the 
following season. This was the point which 
the courts were called upon to settle. They 
declared that the option clause or reserve 
rule was not worth the paper it was printed 
upon. As Spalding bases his claim on Prfef- 
fer’s services on the very same grounds, it 
looks likea big bluff. The Chicago Associa- 
tion management Will spare no expense in 
fighting the case, as Pfeffer is very popular 
in Chicago, and will prove a great drawing 
card. 
BALL PLAYERS’ SALARIES. 

Second Baseman Crooks of the Columbus 
team, when asked to sign for next season, 
demanded $4,500. The outrageous figures this 


young man asked for his services, says the 
State Journal, set people to thinking just how 
much $4,500 was. ‘‘It is $500 more than the 
Governor of Ohio received for a year’s service 
up to two years ago. Itis more than any 
State officer makes ina year by $1,500. Itis 
$500 a year more than any of the Supreme 
Judges of Ohio receive for their services 
on the bench, for which a lifetime of 
training is necessary. There isn’ta presi- 
Gent of a college or’ university in the 
State of Ohio or a professor who receives 
that much money ina year. It is within $500 
ofas much as a member of Congress of either 
the lower or upper house receives. It is $3,300 
@ year more than a member of the Ohio Legis- 
lature receives. There isn’t a bank president 
in Columbus, whohas the disbursement of 
millions of dollars ina year, receiving $4,500 
annually for his services. ‘There isn’t a 
wholesale merchantin this city (with per- 
haps two exceptions) who has _ hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in- 
vested in business that makes $4,500 annually 
clear above expenses. It is ore than half 
as much as a member of the President’s Cab- 
inet receives and nearly one-half the amount 
id to the Vice-President of the United 
tates. Itis an amount of money thatthe 
average ball player could not earn inten 
years outside of the diamond, yet Mr. Crooks 
wanted it for seven months’ service—it 
should not be called work.’’

TOUR OF INSPECTION. 


The Mississippi River Commission to 
Make One Next Month. 

The Mississippi River Commission will meet 
in St. Louis Nov. 5 and will start on a tour of 
inspection of the Mississippi River between 
St. Louis and New Orleans on the same day. 
The commission is composed of three officers 


of the Corps of Engineers of the United States 
Army, one officer of the Coast and Geodetic 
Sufvey, two civilians who are civil engineers 
ahd one civillan who is not a «civil 
engineer. The three first named 
officers are Gen. C, 3. Comstock, 
now stationed in New York, who is President 
ofthe commission; Col. C. R. Buter 
stationed in St. Louls, and Maj. O. H. B 
now of Washington and formerly of 8t. 
Prof. Henry L. Whiting of Massachusetts is 
the officer from the Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
Thetwo civilians of the commission 
civil engineers are Maj. 

3. . M. Harrod: and Col. Henry 
Fiad, who was formerly President 
of the Board of Public Improvements of this 
city. Judge R. Taylor of Fort Wayne, Ind., 
is the Civilian who is not a civil engineer, 

The party will leave on the steamer Missis- 
sippi and will be accompanied by Maj. A. M. 
Millerof St. Louis, whois in chargeof the 
river between here and Cairo, and Capt. C. 
F. Palfrey, Secretary of the commission. The 
inspection tour will occupy between 
two and three weeks. During the time 
the harbors and all the works 
along the river between here and New 
Orleans will be thoroughly examined. This 
is the low water inspection tour. Two in- 
spections of the river are made annually at 
high water and when the river is at a low 
stage. The low water inspection affords 
the best opportunity for ins ction, ~the 
works being more exposed. The result of 
the inspections with the suggestions of the 
commission will be embodisd in an annual 
report submitted to the Secretary of War for 
the year ending June 2. The Secretary pre- 
ae the report to Congress, which acts upon

PLOTTING IN CHINA. 


A Conspiracy in Which a Trusted Gen- 
eral of the Army Figures. 


PUNG YOK LUNG IN LEAGUE WITH SE- 
CRET SOCIETIES. 


The Powerful Gong Ye Tong Dreaded by 
the Peking Government—Revelations 
Contained in a Letter to Chinese Mer- 
chants of New York-—The Red and 
Black Flags. 


New York, Oct. 28.—The Chinese Mer- 


chants’ Union of this city has in its eades:| 


sion a recent letter in reference to the revo- 
lutionary spirit reported to be abroad in 
China. The letter also conveys the first in- 
formation of a rumored conspiracy in which 
a trusted General of the Emperor is said to be 
engagéd with the supreme head of a Chinese 
secret society. 

A council of the Empire recently sat in 
Peking to’ consider the reports of the gener- 
als transmitted from the towns near Shang- 
hai where the riots took place. The generals 
united in declaring the missionaries innocent 
of the charges made against them. They 
declared they were boidly invented to arouse 
the dormant hatred among the people 
against them. 

The Government’s attitude of protettion to 
missionaries is creating excitement which 
grows in intensity. High officials believe 
that far more serious outbreaks will occur. 

Pung Yok Langis one of the highest mill- 
tary men of the Empire. He is about 60 years 
old, and has beenan active adherent of the 
Mongolian dynasty, against which there has 
been some popular discontent. Great confi- 
dence has been reposed in the aged mandarin 
by the Emperor and his advisors. Pung Yok 
Lung is as determined in his hatred to for- 
eigners of every Kind as he has been loyal to 
the dynasty. This revival of agitation against 
foreigners and the Government’s attitude in 
their defense places this trusted veteran ina 
pecullar position. His influence and power 
in military affairs have invited insinuations 
against his continued loyalty. 

THE FEELING AGAINST FOREIGNERS. 

Leu Yee, the Supreme Masterof the Gong 
Ye Tong, has been a lifelong enemy of Pung 
Yok Lung. The Gong Ye Tong is the Chinese 
secret society, to which, it is claimed, 200,- 
000,000 of China’s 500,000,000 of people belong. 
Its power is beyond estimation and its move- 
ments are feared. Pung Yok Lung has been 
anardent enemy ofthis society. While al- 
ways conservativein domestic affairs the 
society has taken up the popular cry against 
foreigners. Pung Yok Lung, itis whispered, 
has altered his attitude toward the society 
on this account, though the organization is 
still against the present dynasty. It is the 
talk among the merchants that he has 
established friendly relationship with his 
old enemy, Leu Yee, fora common purpose, 
which may result ina wholesale assassina- 
tion of foreigners. 

Leu Yee is 8 years ola. He holds control of 
a small principality, with the city of Ong 
Nom. This city Leu Yee conquered from the 
French, Hehas maintained the independ. 
ence of the principality and city from Chinese 
tribute. Heled the revolution against the 
Mongolian dynasty thirty-four years ago, 
which was successful. Leu Yee has great 
personal power through his political holdings 
and as the head of the Gong Ye Tong. 

Leu Yee is anxious to form apn alliance 
which will extirpate foreigners. Both his 
own record and that of Pung Yok Lung show 
that if these old enemies should unite against 
foreigners, the result would be terrible. Leu 
Yee is forcing agitation and it Is claimed in- 
timates that Pung Yok Lung will join the 
movement. These whispered insinuations 
against Pung Yok Lung have created excite- 
ment. Heisknown to secretly detest the 
Government policy of protection to foreign- 
ers, and it is believed that he lends his moral 
aid tothe agitation. Noone suspects his dis- 
loyalty tothe dynasty in any other direc- 
tion. 

Itis believed that Leu Yee’s plotting will 
break out seriously. Leu Yee’s flagis black. 
The Gong Ye Tong fiagis red. When these 
colors wave in civil conflict against foreign- 
ers, over whom the protective yellow flag of 
the Government must float, merchants are 
inquiring where Pung YoK Lung will be 
found, 

CHINESE MERCHANTS EXCITED. 

Celestial merchants here are greatly 
wrought up over this letter and its startling 
news. They are with unanimity in favor of 
driving foreigners out of China in return for 
the outrages they claim have been put upon 
them here, Only those with close official re- 
lationships retrain from expressing sym- 
pathy with Leu Yee’s movements. While 
there is much interest in the rumors regard- 

ing Pung Yok Lung, it is believedthat Leu Yee 
has instigated them so as to strengthen his 
Own cause. Few believe that Pung Yok Lung 
would desert the Emperor, though they all 
admit his hatred of foreigners. 

Strange ideas prevail among the Chinese 
merchants regarding the present attitude of 
the United States and England. There isa 
prevaient belief that these countries are 
planning to attack China om account of 
the Killing of missionaries. Exaggerated 
ideas among the New York Chinese of 
the number of foreigners killed and the ex- 
tent of the riots foment the agitation. This 
belief has been industriously circulated in 
China by the Gong Ye Tong,and Chinese here 
cite the information from China as author- 
ity forthe belief. They insist that, incase 
of war, China would receive the help of 
Russia. They believe that China and Russia 
could defeat any combined attack of England 
and the United States. 

The probability of Leu Yee’s revolution 
taking place ts the all absorbing subject of 
conversation. Itisestimated, from careful 
inquiries, that two-thirds of the New York 
Chinese believe that, once inaugurated, even 
the Mandarins would join in a successful cru- 
sade against foreigners. They are in close 
communication with friends in China. Some 
of the merchants get reliable information 
from high authority. The French war, in 
which Leu Yee was so prominent, excited 
little interest compared with the present sit- 
uation. Home politics are being discussed as 
never before, in every laundry and store. 

Shen Woon, the Consul-General, when seen 
by a reporter, laughed at the suggestion of 
Pung Yok Lung’s alleged connivance with his 
old enemy.
